DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/566,620 on 
January 18,2011. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 23-32, and 34-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the method of operating an automatic transmission as claimed, 
and particularly including completing the first downshifting operation by engaging the clutch if a 
speed of the vehicle is above a predetermined threshold speed greater than zero determined by 
the second transmission gear ratio; or completing the first downshifting operation while 
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maintaining the clutch in a disengaged state if the speed of the vehicle is below the 
predetermined threshold speed, and including the remaining controls of claim 23. The present 
invention also particularly includes (bl) completing the first downshifting operation by 
engaging the clutch if a speed of the vehicle is above a predetermined threshold speed 
greater than zero determined by the second transmission gear ratio so that engine 
compression influences the vehicle; or (b2) completing the first downshifting operation while 
maintaining the clutch in a disengaged state if the speed of the vehicle is below the 
predetermined threshold speed, and including the remaining controls of claim 34. The present 
invention also particularly includes (bl) re-engaging the clutch with the next lower transmission 
gear ratio to complete the first downshift if a speed of the vehicle is above a predetermined 
threshold speed greater than zero determined by the next lower transmission gear ratio; or (b2) 
maintaining the clutch in a disengaged state with the next lower gear to complete the first 
downshift if a speed of the vehicle is below the predetermined threshold speed, and including the 
remaining controls of claim 36.
